This  paragraph  aaks  some  queatlona.  but  does  not 
undertake  to  answer  them.  Let  every  reader  give 
ansvr  for  himself.  These  questions  are  asked.  not 
merely  with  reference  to  individuals,  but  also  with 
refer once  to  churches  and  institutions  of  education. 

At  this  time  the  remembrance  of  Roger  Williams 
Is  reveived.  and  great  emphasis  la  laid  on  the  prin¬ 
ciples  for  which  he  stood — on  sepe ration  of  church 
and  state,  freedom  of  conscience  and  the  right  of 
private  Judgement  This  ta  right,  but  tt  sometimes 
seems— It  is  well  that  seeming  ta  not  always  reali¬ 
ty  It  seems  as  If  these  principles  were  counted  all 
that  Is  requisite  to  constitute  a  Baptist.  Is  this 
true. 

If  a  man  cease  to  count  the  Bible  the  inspired 
word  of  God  to  men.  and  of  course  counts  It  unhls- 
torlc  In  its  supernatural  elements.  If  to  him  the 
Bible  be  only  a  record  of  the  notions  and  experien 
ees.  real  or  unreal,  of  ancient  men,  is  he  still  a  Bap¬ 
tist* 

If  a  man  deny  the  supernatural  virgin  birth  of 
Christ  he  calls  him  "Lord"  and  "Master.’'  but 
counts  him  no  more  the  Bon  of  God  than  la  the  wri¬ 
ter  or  the  reader-  ought  he  to  be  estoemed  a  Bap¬ 
tist* 

If  a  man  deny  that  atonement  for  aln  was  mf-lf 
by  thu  death  of  Crist  on  the  Crota,  and  not  only 
this,  but  deny  also  that  any  atonement  for  sin 
by  the  shedding  of  blood  Is  neccaaary.  Is  he  still 
to  be  counted  a  Baptist? 

Once  more.  If  a  man  do  not  believe  In  a  real 
regeneration  by  the  spirit  of  God.  and  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  In  that  baptism  by  which  the  new  birth  is 
symbolized  and  professed.  Is  he  to  be  enrolled 
In  the  Baptist  household  of  faith? 

Different  reader*  may  possibly  give  different 
answers  to  these  questions.  Some  may  say  ’’No’’ 
strongly.  Others  may  any  ’’Yen’’  with  equal  em¬ 
phasis.  and  some  may  repley  donbtfully.
